Washington, Mar. 6. — The Economic Co- 
operation Administration told Congress today 
that it is withholding further financing of British 


oil companies “anywhere 


in the world.” 


The British have placed substantial embargoes 


on their dollar purchases of oil. 


“The imposition 


of quantitative restrictions is the end of any sound 
basis for conducting world trade,” the ECA 
Administrator, Mr Paul Hoffman, told the House 
Sub-Committee on Petroleum. 


Mr Hoffman said: “There 
is no device so destructive 
to trade as the imposition 
of quantitative restrictions. 
ECA has not financed any 
new development untiess — it 
yas economically sound and 
could compete in the free 
market.” 


Dr Osenr FE. Bransky, chict 
of ECA's petroleum branch, told 
the Committee that further ald 
to Britici companies had been 
halted, pending negotiations 
with British yovernment 
about settling the embargo 
problems, - 


Dr Bransky added: “We 
recognise the paramount need of 
countries te save dollars by in- 
creased home refining, and we 
should mnke liberal extimates of 
their future consumption = re- 
quirements.” 


ECA refused $80,000,000 to 
the British last yenr, Dr Bransky 
sald, “pending further sludy” of 
their overseas oll programme. 
European consumption will be 
up 7T!40 next year, Dr Bransky 
estimated, but there will be a 
-£05,000,000— drop—in—dollar.
